Mr. Grether said: “‘The site which we of- 
fer includes 1100 acres inside the city hm- 
its, between King’s highway, Natural 
Bridge road, a line about one-fourth mile 
south of Florissant avenue and ‘the city 
limits. Of this tract, a portion, 880 acres, 
lying west of Union avenue, has not over 
$2000 worth of improvements upon it. 

“It is the highest point in the city, lying 
180 feet above the river. The World’s Fair 
buildings, if located ghere could be seen 
from ail parts of the city.

I desire to direct the attention of the 
grandjury to the wholesale slaughter of cit'- 
zens by the operation of street cars in this 
city. 
between Nov. 22, 1900, and May 22, 1901. 
37 persons bave died in consequence of 
street car injuries, and probably eight 
times that number have been injured. 

No doubt in many cases the injuries re- 
sulted from the negligence of the victims, 
but in most instances these woeful results 
have been In consequence of the reckless 
manner and rate of speed under whico 
the cars are operated. 

Manslaughter in the fourth degree for the 
purpose of this charge may be defined to 
be killing of a human being by the culpable 
negligence of another, and is punishable by 
imprisonment in the penitentiary for two 
years, or imprisonment in the city jail 
for six months, or by a fine of not lese than 
$500, or by both a fine of not less than 
$100 and imprisonment in the city jail 
not less than three months. 

A number of these cases will be brought 
to your attention. In your investigation 
if you find that the killing is in conse- 
quence of negligence indicating a cereless- 
ness or recklessness incompatible with a 
due regard for human life on the part of 
those engaged in operating the cars, or who 
direct the operation of the cars under 
time tables which exact a rate of speed dap- 
gerous to those who use the streets, and 
which indicates culpable negligence, you 
will return indictments against all such

The embalmed body is no nearer identifi- 
cation than when it was taken to the 
morgue a week ago. 

Many living persons have been declared 
by their intimate friends to he the. cold 
form whose silent lips will never tell their 
secret. 

Every clew has gone amiss. ' 

Every theory which might solve the 
enigma of this man’s death has led to noth- 
ing. 

The deliberate malicfousness which 
prompted the comtemplative suicide to bor- 
row the name, ‘“‘Thomas L. Maxey,’ has 
served the purpose that was intended by 
the stranger. It has fooled many persons. 

That cyriosity has been quickened by the 
veil which the suicide drew over his past 
life is evident from the series of mistaken 
identifications conected with the pictures of 
the dead in the public print and the view of 
the remains at the morgue. 

The name an the register of tie Lindell 
Hotel sugested several possible idei.tities. 

Immediately after the arrival of the body 
at the Morgue, a caller, Who refused to 
give his name, looked at the dead and said 
that ‘there was a strong resemblance to a 
Thomas L. Maxey of Guthrie, O. T., who 
had gone to school with him in the East, 
The young man’s father, the stranger ex- 
plained, was a banker in Guthrie, who had 
cent his son East to study law. .

Will Make Payment for Street Work 
Easy and Remove Obstacles to 
Important Improvements. . 


Members of the Boara wor Public. Im- 
provements will be among the most earnest 
supporters of the Public Welfare Commis- 
sions's charter amendments, which will be 
passed by the City Council at its meeting 
Tuesday afternoon. 

The amendments will receive their first 
reading in the House of Delegates Tuesday 
night and will probably be referred to the 
committee on legislation, consisting of Del- 
egates Kelly, Burke, Fontana, Troll and 
Oberbeck. 

President Hiram Phillips of the Board 
of Public Improvements says he hopes to 
see the amendments go through the As- 
sem Oly PrOretly and that he will work for 
their adoption. : 

“A very pee feature of the amend- 
ments,’’ said Mr. Phillips, ‘“‘will be the par- 
tial payment pian in relation to street re- 
construction. Those who now fear to have 
the streets in-front of their property recon- 
structed because they are unable to pay fer 
it &ll ot once will, believe, be petitioners 
for this work when it becomes possibile to 
pay for it in Mstallments. 

“The changés made in the amendments, 
at the suggestion of Street Commissioner 
Varrelmann,.correct the defects which they 
contained as originally drafted, and will add 
to their popularity.’’ 

Mr. Varrelmann says that he is for the 
amendments, as he considers them abso- 
lutely necessary to enable the city to raise 
money for public improvements. 

“The city counselor has decided,’ said 
Mr. Vuarrelmann, “that the changes in the 
system of paying for street reconstruction 
will not leave the way open for lawsuits 
and delay, and, with this fear removed, 
there can be no remaining objection to the 
amendments. The change in the sidewalk 
and street repair clauses removed the only 
defects which I could find in the amend- 
ments. Certainly, when the amendments 
go before the people I shall go out and work 
for them in every way which may be re- 
quired.’’ 

Sewer Commissioner Hermann also ex- 
presses himself as satisfied with the 
changes in the clauses relating to joint dis- 
trict sewers, and says he will be a worker 
for the adoption of the amendments. 


STATION PARK PLAN DELAYED 


City Funds Are Not Available Unless 
They Can Be Raised Through 
Charter Amendments. 


The plan for a park in front of Union 
Station, which was referred to Street Com- 
missioner Varrelmann after the hearing by 
the Board of Public Improvements, may be 
indefinitely delayed by the lack of funds 
to pay the city's part of the cost of the 
proposed improvement.

It is estimated that over $100,000 will 
change hands as a result of the race. The 
betting is even, ranging from small sums ‘to 
thousands of dollars. The Cleveland & Buf- 
falo Transit Co. has posted $100 on the Erie 
against a like sum put up on the Tashmoo 
by the White Star people. 

July 4, 1870, or thirty-one years ago, lack- 
ing one month, the Robert E. Lee and the 
Natchez completed their celebrated race 
from New Orleans to St. Louis. More than 
a million dollars changed hands on this 
race, the Natchez having been specially 
built to defeat the Lee, then the fastest 
boat on the lower Mississippi. The Lee won. 
She made the distance in three days, eight- 
een hours, fourteen minutes; 
in three days, twenty-one hours and fifty 
eight minutes. The distance was 1240 miles. 
It is said that 75,000 people were in waiting 
at St. Louis for thé incoming of the victor- 
ious Lee. The excitement was so great 
over the race that it exiended to New York 
and eastern cities. The captain of the 
Natchez, old Leathers, offered to be hanged 
if he did not win. Capt. Cannon of the e 
had a daughter of Gen. Lee's on board with 
him. He and the owners of the boat won 
$90,000 alone on the victory. 

There have been informal races on the 
great lakes in the past, but none so care- 
fully planned as the one now coming. Soine 
thirty years ago the Ocean of Detroit, 
owned by Capt. Eber B. Ward of that city. 
raced the Wmpire Stata a Iittie vver lw 
miles between Cleveland and Buffalo ani 
defeated the latter. Capt. Ward had $10,- 
000 wagered on the outcome of the race. The 
contest was at night; and at the finish the 
iSmpire State pulled down the broom she 
had carried at her masthead for a long 
time and turned it over to the Ocean. 

Just .before the boats started the wind 
veered around to the north and the racers 
had a seven-mile breeze against their quar. 
ter bows. When the starter gave the signal, 
the steamers were at a dead stop and on 


even terms. Much to the surprise of the! 


spectators, the Erie was first to gain head- 
way and crossed the stakeboat line fully 
two lengths ahead of the Tashmoo. The Ve. 
troit boat, however, gradually drew up on 
the Erie. and as they disappeared in the 
haze three or four. miles eastward, the 
Tashmoo had overtaken the Cleveland 
steamer.

An in- 
quest led indirectly to the arrest of Mrs. 
L. I. Bonine, a guest of the hotel, who still 
occupies a cell in jail and is held respon- 
sible by the coroner's jury for the death of 
Ayers. She has made a confession, but 
the authorities do not accept it as the true 
Story of the tragedy.

The universal love for flowers brought out this vast num- 
ber of persons and induced them to submit to the discomforts 
of crowded street cars and long rides. The throng was so 
great that in many cases the pleasure was either diminished 
or destroyed.

This emphasizes what the Post-Dispatch has said more than 
once—that thousands of St. Louisans mever have the opportu- 
nity to see Shaw’s Garden except on the two so-called open 
Sundays, and that the open time—from 2 p. m. to sunset, is 
miserably inadequate for the purpose for which it was in- 
tended.

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The cost of the Tuesday breakfast is so 
little that oranges can be afforded, though 
these are more expensive than bananas or 


stewed fruits. Excellent oranges may be 
bought at the fruit stands at 30 cents a 
dozen, though those at 5 cents apiece may 
be selected without bringing up unduly the 
price of the breakfast. The 30-cent oranges 
are most used, though, for four will be 
sufficient. This is 10 cents for the fruit. 

he oatmeal is 2% cents as beford, unless 
the breakfast foods obtainabl@“at four 
pounds for 25 cents be used, when this dish 
costs still less. 

According to the plan outlined yesterday, 
the cost of the tomato omelet ts hardly to 
be considered in estimating the cost ot 
breakfast. The tomatoes cost 5 cents, be- 
ing one-half the 10-cent can purchased for 
soup on the preceding day. and kept in a 
covered bow! on ice. ut the eggs and milk 
for the omelet are to te counted in the £3 
margin allowed for articles of which they 
are two. Therefore the cost of the omelet’s 
ingredients, other than those already ac- 
counted for, is 6 cents. 

A dozen French ro!ls. which allows three 
for each person. should be sufficient bread 
for breakfast. The rolls are an important 
factor in breakfast. The bread served at a 
meal is too often regarded simply as bread 
and not worth erence thought upon. Es- 
potent at breakfast bread is important. 
f possible perfectly fresh rolls. delfvered 
at the door in the morning, should be served 
If they are delivered too early to be warm 
when breakfast is ready, they should be 
laid in ting and set in a hot oven for a 
moment before they are taken to the table. 


They must be watched, however, and on no 
account removed from the oven before they 
are heated through. It is better to serve | 
rolls cold than to have the center cold | 
when they are broken open. Also a single | 
burned spot on a roll wiil take from it its 
appetizing appearance. 

If rolls delivered in the early morning 
are not practicable, rolls baked by the day 
before may be carefully heated and they 
will eye prove as good. Hot rolls should 
always be served with a folded napkin upon 
the plate. If the rolls are made in the 
house, their cost is included in that of the 
flour. At the bakery they cost 10 cents a 
dozen. 

For hashed brown potatoes hardly a quart 
will be required, because usually a bit of 
the potato sautee from last night’s dinner 
may remain. This can be chopped fine with 
the other potatoes, which should have been 
boiled the day before, at the same time 
those for sautees in quarters were boiled. 
The potatoes should be well browned in a 
frying pan with butter and seasoning. Lard 
should not be used. A bit of onion may be 
chopped in if desired. As estimated yester- 
day, potatoes are 8 cents a bushel. About 
twenty quarts make the average grocer’s 
bushel, and a little less than a quart being 
used for the hashed brown potatoes, makes 
the potatoes for breakfast cost 4 cents.

The cost of the articles in the dinner menu 
follows: ‘ 

For vermicelli soup one-fourth of a pound 
of vermicelli is required; the soup stock 1S 
made from the boiled beef of the same 
day’s dinner. This reduces the cost of the 
aoup to the price of a quarter of a pound 
of vermicelli, which is 3% cents. Vermicel- 
li comes in pound packages at 15 cents. 

For four persons three pounds of boiled 
beef will be required. That selected should 
be the loin. It costs 14 cents a pound, which 
makes the meat cost 52 cents. 

With the beef should be boiled carrots, a 
turnip and half a head of cabbage, these 
being chiefly to give a rich flavor to the 
beef. They need not be served with the 
beef unless desired. If they are not, they 
may be counted upon as transformable {nto 
a dish for next day’s luncheon by being 
heated in a frying pan. Anyway, 10 cents 
will amply cover the cost of the vegetables. 

A cream sauce, with horse radish, is 
served with the beef. This is cream or 
milk, slightly thickened as it heats and 
with a liberal addition of horse radish. 
The ingredients for this are included in the 
margin for milk, seasoning and staples. 

Fried p®Statoes, French style, will require 
the usual quart of potatoes accounted suf- 
ficient for four. The potatoes are cut in 
two, and then cut lengthwise in slices. 
These are yes gy in a frying pan in which 
a pound of lard hag been meited. The lara 
is one of the staples, so the cost of the 
potatoes is the 4% cents for one-twentieth 
of a bushel. 

If the vegetables cooked with the beef 


are served at table, no other vegetable is 


necessary. If they are not, or if another 
is desired, green peas with butter are pos- 
sible for 10 cents. Canned peas are used, 
and for 10 cents ar excellent brand is ob- 
tained. When these are brought to a boil- 
ing point and strained, a liberal plece of 
butter is added, and stirred in the peas 
until it is quite melted. The pepper and 
salt should be added while the peas are 
on the stove. 

When the pineapple pie was made for 


dinner on the preceding day a bit more 


crust than necessary was made and fash- 
joned in small tarts. These are bits 
of thin crust cut round, with a half-inch 
rim of crust laid upon them. The French 
call them tartlets, a tart being a pie. To 
fill eight of these a pint jar of strawberry 
preserve will be used. The cost of the 


crust is included in that of the lard and 


flour; and since every housewife, when she 


begins her series of $10 a week meals, will
